Koontz Defeated in 
School Board Voting 

Clyde Koontz, present chairman of the Twin Falls school 
board, was defeated 390 to 311 by Charles Shirley in ballot- 
ing Tuesday to elect three new directors for class A school 
district No. -ill. Both were candidates in the third trustee 
district. 

Others elected to the board are Charles J. Kelly, reelected 
trustee from the fourth' district, and Elvis Cain, -elected to 
complete two years of the unexpired term of Frank L, Steph- 
an who resigned recently becnuao of the pres* of other busi- 
ness. 

A total of 711 votes was 
cast in comparison to 741 
votes cast two years ago when 
an election was held to elect 
a completely new board fol- 
lowing reorganization of the 
district. 

Kelley garnered 373 votes to be re- 
elected OS trustee from district lour, 
but his total was IST less than the 
combined total for Lawrence fl, 
Qulim. 333, and Frank Melntyie, 177. 

In district one. Oaln nosed out 
Jay Merrill 3ai to 333 to fill 'the 
two-year term formerly held by 
Stephan. Shirley and Silly 
elected for three-year terms.
